London, November 17—Frequent 
food riots in Berlin with threats by 
the authorities that the ringleaders 
will be shot if the riots continue, are 
reported in Copenhagen dispatches 
today.

ital are of daily occurence, the dis­ 
patches say. 
Notice of punishment 
has been placarded throughout the 
city. 
Besides the death of the ring­ 
leaders all of the participants are 
advised that they risk terms of ten 
years imprisonment.

Federal Reserve Board Makes State­ 
ment of Earnings For October. 


W ashingto n, No v. 1 7 .—A statemen t 
issued by the federal reserve bo ard 
disclo ses tlie to tal n et earn in gs 
o f the 
twelv e regio nal ban k s fo r the mo n th 
o f Octo ber w as o nly $8 7 ,9:5 6. No t o n ly 
Is the margin o f earn in gs o ver ex­ 
pen ses co mparatively small in nearly 
all o f the districts, but the St. Lo uis 
ban k repo rted a deficit o f $2 1 8 ami 
the Philadelphia ban k repo rted that 
it had earn ed o n ly $77 o ver expen ses. 
It was predicted that critics o f tin 
federal reserve system will fin d in 
this statemen t subject matter fo r their 
argumen ts that the n ew curren cy sys 
tem is little mo re than a reserve sys­ 
tem an d is n o t yet to be regarded as 
havin g made impo rtan t advan ces in 
the ban k in g busin ess.
